Civic Association. Mr. Cheney declared 
this estimate was based on informa- 
tion furnished him by the United States 
Immigration Commission. 

“Tre California Board of Immigra- 
tion,” said Mr. Cheney, “is preparing 
for ots portion of this flood of im- 
migration which will flow into that 
State. For more than a yearthe Cali- 
fornia board has conducted investiga- 
tions in Europe by experts to ascer- 
tain how many and the character of 
the immigrants destined for the Gold- 
en State. Active steps are being 
taken to meet this problem, especially 
with reference to housing conditions.” 

The chief object of Mr. Cheney's 
visit to the East is to conduct a thor- 
ough investigation of the housing 
problem for the California itmmigra- 
tion board. After looking into the sub- 
ject here, Mr. Cheney will continue 
his inquiry in New York. 

“One of the interesting phases of 
the investigation by the board in Call- 
fornia,”’ said Mr. Cheney, “is to learn 
that thousands of persons in Euro- 
pean countries before the war were

TURKEY’S ENTRY INTO WAR 
HANDICAP TO BRITISH

EW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
N races Dec. 3.—The detention of 
the Australian and New Zealand 
detachments on the Isthmus of Suez 
calls attention to the extent to which 
the British operations are handi- 
capped by the entry of Turkey into 
the war.

nicht's dispatches may be the fore- 
runners of more important fighting, 
but the developments are as yet too 
small to show the probable plan of 
campaign. 

The advantage to the Germans of 
their large scale maneuvers in peace 
times in training their officers for 
command shows up plainly in the 
movements by which the army of 
Gen. Von Mekenzen extricated itself 
from its dangerous position east of 
Lodz. When the Russtan center struck 
northward along the Ner River against 
the rear of the German army the 
chances seemed to favor their success 
in cutting off the German retreat. 

On the contrary the Germans 


stopped this threatening move along | 
the line between Zgierz and Scradz, 


and by a rapid withdrawal from their 
advanced position they straightened 
and strengthened their line. From 
Zdunskawola, ten miles east of 
Sieradz to the Vistula River west of 
Plock they now hold a bow shaped 
line well placed for reinforcing any 
threatened point. 


GERMANS ON AGGRESSIVE. 


Further to the south the Germans 
started a new gressive movement. 
From Sieradz and Wieluna a newly 
strengthened army pressed forward 
toward Piotrjew. In two dans fighting 
they advanced as tar as Lask and 
Sz2czercow, thirty miles west of 
Piotrjew. The last dispatches from 
Petrograd claim that the Germans 
were defeated along this line and were 
driven back toward the Warthe. 

This latest move on the part of the 
Germans shows that their whole cam- 
paign is made to fit into one general 
plan involving all of the forces at 
their disposal. The advance on War- 
saw was pressed hard in the hopes of 
satehing the Russian right flank at 
a disadvantage.

APPEAL FOR FUNDS TO ASSIST 
PRISONERS OF RUSSIANS 
Is MADE,

for funds for German and Austro- 
Hungarian war prisoners Siberia, 
who are said to be in great suffering, 
was forwarded to the Foreign Office

The dispatch, which came from the 
Austro-Hungarian Consul-General in 
Shanghai, told of the pitiful condition 
of the Siberian captives and begged 
the assistance from America for their 
relief. It also requested authoriza- 
tion from Vienna for the use of lo- 
cal funds to be sent into China and 
Russia for this purpose. 

Thus far no official report has 
come to the United States from Si- 


camps.

“The German government is en- 


tirely in sympathy with the laudable 
work of the American Commission for 
Belgian Relief. 

“The naval forces cannot lawfully 

seize food on neutral ships bound for 
neutral ports. Germany will not in- 
terfere with unneutral ships bound for 
Holland with food from the United 
States if the food is destined for Bel- 
sium. Subject to revocation, the Ger- 
man government agrees to permit un- 
neutral ships to carry food for Bel- 
gium via Durch ports, and will guar- 
antee that the food will be utilized for 
the purpose intended. 
“The German government -recom- 
mends, however, that as a précaution 
such unneutral ships shall be fur- 
nished with a certificate from compe- 
tent American authorities testifying 
that such food carried by unneutral 
ships via Dutch ports is intended for 
the relief of the Belgians, and further 
that the unneutral ships shall be also 
provided with a pass issued by the 
German Embassy in Washington, au- 
thenticating the certificate issued by 
the American government.”

GEN. BARNETT WANTS EIGHT 
HUNDRED MORE MEN,

He alto Would Like to have An- 
napolis Graduates as Officers Be- 
cause of Their Superior Mental 
and Physical Development—Higher 
Rate of Pay is Asked. , 


‘RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Appoint- 
ment of naval academy graduates as 
marine officers, an increase of the per- 
sonnel of the corps by about 800 offi- 
cers and men, including two brigadier- 
generals, and the assignment of de- 


tachments of marines to small war- 
ships for possible service in foreign 
countries, constitute the chief recom- 
mendations in the annual report of 
Maj.-Gen, George Barnett, command- 
ant of the Marine Corps, made public 
today. 

Emphasizing the need for obtaining 
marine officers from Annapolis, Gen. 
Barnett observes: 

“Not only will the corps then re- 
ceive officers who are better educated 
technically than those now admitted, 
but also much better qualified phys- 
ically. Recently there have been al- 
together too many young officers of 
the corps who soon after their entry 
have developed physical defects which 
render them unfit for service.” 

The report asks that, unless this 
recommendation is adopted, no ap- 
pointments be made until Congress has 
been asked to provide for appoint- 
ments from civil life of second lieu- 
tenants, to serve as such for two years, 
meanwhile attending an officers’ 
school. 

In urging the increase in personnel, 
Gen. Barnett points out that expedi- 
tionary work last year, especially that 
in Mexico, made it necessary practi- 
cally to deplete the barracks in this 
country. 

Gen. Barnett expresses. fear that 
long-continued service in the tropics 
“is bound to have an unfortunate ef- 
fect on the health of the corps,” and 
adds that adverse reports have come 
from inspecting officers due to made- 
quate and unsanitary barracks which 
cannot he improved without special 
appropriation. 

Finally, he asks new ratings and in- 
crease of pay for enlisted men in the 
Marine Corps who are doing technical 
work similar in character to that per- 
formed by enlisted men of the army. 


THE BERWIND TO CLEAR. 


Vessel Recently Detained at New 
York Under -Suspicion of Violating 
Neutrality Laws May Salil.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.— Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Peters in- 
structed Collector of Customs Malone 
at New York tonight to grant clear- 
ance papers to the American steam- 
ship Berwind, recently detained by 
customs authorities there pending an 
investigation to determine whether 
she had violated the neutrality laws. 

The Rerwind was charged with 
furnishing contraband articles to a 
German warship outside the three- 
mile limit. Upon investigation, 
however, the Treasury Department 
found it had no ground upon which 
to hold her. The vessel, it was said 
here, is clearing for Charleston, to 
take abodrd a cargo of cotton fof 
Bremen. 

One result of the investigation by 
the New York authorities was a fine 
of $500 on the Berwind owners for 
making out a false list of cargo. The 
$500 was paid under protest.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—John 
W. Preston, United States District At- 
torney, said tonight that a citation 
for contempt of court will be issued 
against William Haas, who refused to 
tell a Federal grand jury today the 
name of the man who ordered 
$60,000 in groceries, part of the cargo 
of the steamship Olson and Mahoney, 
which was refused clearance from 
this port by John O. Davis, collector 
of customs. 

Haas, senior member of the firm 
which filled the contract for the 
goods, surrendered his books to the 
grand jury, but upon advice of coun- 
sel refused to name the man who 
acted as the agent of the consignees, 
Feelch & Co. of Valparaiso. 

G. Fred Herr, assistant cashier of 
a local bank which had upon deposit 
$130,000 for the purchase of a cargo 
for the Olson and Mahoney, appeared 
in answer to a summons with Haas. 
He told the jurors that one Arthur 8. 
Hall signed the checks for the pay- 
ment of the cargo, but he could iden- 
tify Hall no further. 

The Olson and Mahoney was char- 
tered to carry a cargo of general sup- 
Plies to Valparaiso, Chile. She was 
loaded and ready to sail when clear- 
ance was refused by Collector Davis. 
While Davis was conducting an in- 
vestigation into the cargo of the ship, 
fearing that it was to be diverted to 
the use of belligerent warships in the 
Pacific, the application for clearance 
was suddenly withdrawn. 

The grand jury investigation of 
Haas and Herr came as a result of 
their refusal to testify before Davis's 
investigation committee.

PROHIBITION. 


ARIZONA SALOONISTS COMBINE 
TO FIGHT NEW LAW. 


Two Former Governors, the Re- 
tiring Attorney-General and Five 
Other Lawyers are Engaged to 
Present Weak Points of Amend- 
ment to the Federal Court. 


[BY A. F. DAY WIRE.} 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Dec. 3.—J. H. 
Kibbey and R. E. Sloan, former Gov- 
ernors of Arizona; G. Purdy Bullard, 
retiring Attorney-General of the State, 
and five other attorneys were engaged 
today to make an attack in court on 
the State-wide prohibition amendment 
adopted at the election a month ago. 
The legal battle will be financed by 


assessments levied on all saloon and 
liquor establishments in the State. 
One-third of the .assessment will be 
collected at once. The balance will 
not be called for unless the suits in 
prospect succeed in keeping the sa- 
loons open after January 1, the date 
on which the amendment was to be- 
come effective. 

Bullard’s resignation as Attorney- 
General becomes effective Saturday. 
His term of office would have expired 
December 31. | 

The main point of attack on the 
prohibition amendment will be the 
contention that there is a fata] con- 
flict in the provisions of the measure. 
One section provides that the amend- 
ment shall go into effect January 1. 
Another provides that the Legislature, 
which does not assemble until January 
11, shall “by appropriate legislation 
provide for the carrying into effect of 
this amendment.” 

The case will be fought out in the 
Federal Court, which will be asked 
to interpret the amendment. ; 

Other technical points of contest 
will be that the measure, while fixing 
penalties ranging from imprisonment 
for ten days to two years, with or 
without fines of from $25 to $300, it 
does not provide for the imposition 
of the penalties by any court.

TAFT SAYS HE SHOULD KEEP 
TAB ON EXPENSES. 


—— 


Believes Economy and Efficiency 
of Government Would be Increased 
if Annual Budget System Were 


DETROIT, Dec. 3.—Former Presi- 
dent William H. Taft, speaking before 
the Detroit Bankers’ Club tonight, 
urged economy in the administration 
of affairs of the Federal government. 
“More power,” he declared, “should 
be vested in the President to keep 
his hands upon the expenditure of 
money in the various departments.” 

With economy and efficiency of gov- 


ernment an object, Mr. Taft said: 
“There are three great instrumen- 
talities— that ought to be created— 
first, machinery for the reorganization 
of the executive degartments of the 
government so as to eliminate dupli- 
cations and overlaps; second, a bu- 
reau directly responsible to the Presi- 
dent, to report to him a comparative 
statement of economy and efficiency 
in each department; and, third, a plan 
for bringing the executive and legisla- 
tive departments closer together and 
the appropriation of an annual budget 
upon which Congress can intelligently 
act. 
“We must give to the legislative de- 
partment, to aid it in its preparation 
of appropriation bills, a definite ac- 
count stated on both sides of the ledg- 
er, so that in respect of each appro- 
priation bill it may act w 
prehension of. all. That 
national budget is for. That is why 
they have budgets in all the countries 
of the world that have respectabie 
governments, except our own. We have 
acted like children. We have had so 
much money available through taxa- 
tion that we have not been obliged to 
consult the revenue side of the ledger. 
Now we are coming to the point 
where we must consult it. We must 
pursue the policy that other govern- 
ments have found absolutely necessary 
in order to keep out of bankruptcy.”

MORE INDICTMENTS 
OF JOHN BURKE. 
FORMER MANAGER OF PANAMA 


CANAL COMMISSARY IN 
TROUBLE. |

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.— Additional 
indictments against John Burke, an 
employee of the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission, as manager of the commis- 
sary department, were returned today 
by the Federal grand jury which has 
been investigating alleged frauds in 
the Canal Zone. In them Burko is 
0 wtih accepting two bribes 
totalling nearly $10,000. 

The first indictment charges that 
Burke accepted a bribe of $5866 from 
Arthur Goidsemith, member of a Han- 
over (Germany) firm, for passing a 
consignment of supplies. The second 
indictment alleges that he accepted a 
bribe of $4000 from PF. Canavaggio, a 
merchant of Colon, for passing wines 
and other supplies intended for use 
in the Canal Zone. 

Burke appeared in the criminal 
branch of the United States District 
Court and entered pleas of not guilty. 
He was required to furnish new bonds 
of $14,000, which makes the total bail 
in his case $38,000. In a dozen or more 
indictments Burke is charged with re- 
ceiving bribes aggregating about 
$21,000.

NEUTRAL POLICY 


ADVICE TO ITALY |= 


Premier Tells Parliament to 
Keep Forces Prepared.

Must Maintain Her Position 
Among Great Powers. 


French Chamber is Called to 
Meet Again in Paris. 
—ä—— 

[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

ROME, Dec. 3.—The Italian Par- 
liament opened today. The sittings of 
both the Chamber of Deputies and 
the Senate were witnessed by a large 
gathering of deeply interested specta- 
tors. Among those present were the 
former Premiers, Giolatti, Luzzatti 
and Pelloux. 

The diplomatic tribune was over- 
crowded. Premier Salandra made a 
statement in which he explained the 
situation of Italy and advised that she 
maintain an attitude of loyal, but 
watchful and armed neutrality. He 
was frequently applauded. 


When Premier Salandra alluded to} ing 


what he termed the just aspirations 
of Italy, the whole extreme left arose 
crying “Viva Trent.“ “Viva Triest.“ 
The spectators in the tribune joined 
in the demonstration. The Premier's 
statement was interrupted frequently 
with applause. It was noticed that 
former Premier Giolatti joined with 
the Deputies in their expressions of 
approval. As the session was about to 
adjourn, Deputy Comandini said 
that he wished to ask the chamber 
to send greetings to “heroic and un- 
fortunate Belgium.” 

The whole chamber, including the 
President, the Ministers and the peo- 
ple in the tribunes, arose and 
shouted: “Hurray Belgium!” 

Premier Salandra said in his state- 
ment that the European conflict broke 
out suddenly, without involving Italy 
directly, and in spite of her efforts to 
avert the war for the sake of peace 
and civilization. A careful study of 
her treaty obligations and the causes 
of the conflict convinced the govern- 
ment that Italy was not called upon 
to participate and she accordingly de- 
clared her neutrality. In view of pro- 
tecting Italian interests, however, a 
declaration of neutrality alone was 
not sufficient to safeguard the coun- 
try against contingencies which might 
arise in consequence of such an enor- 
mous upheaval. 

The political divisions of the con- 
tinent of Europe, the Premier pointed 
out, were perhaps about to be modi- 
fied. Italy, he added, justly aspires to 
maintain her position as a great pow- 
er and to preserve intact her policies. 
She must therefore be watchful, pow- 
erful, and ready for any eventuality. 
Thus the supreme task of the govern- 
ment was to bring the army and navy 
to a state of preparedness, since when 
law ceases to govern, the only safety 
of a nation Is in force. Italy had no 
Plans for aggression. but must be 
ready to protect herse!{ against agres- 
sion on the part of others. 

The Premier announced that eco- 
nomic conditions had been amelio- 
rated. He asked that the people be 
ready to make any sacrifice and that 
economic aspirations be set aside for 
the time being by all parties, groups 
and classes, since at the present time 
the solidarity of all elements was es- 


Ste. sential. The government would con- 


sider it entirely improper, he said, to 
consider solely the policies of any one 
party, and accordingly requested the 
patriotic co-operation of all members 
of Parliament, that it might possess 
the strength necessary to accomplish 
the hard task before it. 


PARLIAMENT FOR PARIS. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

PARIS, Dec. 3.— The French Par- 
Hament has been called to meet in 
extraordinary seasion at Paris on De- 
cember 22. The members of the 
Fi neh Cabinet are to leave Bordeaux 
next week for this city, where they 
will put themselves at the disposition 
of the Finance Committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

There have been several reports 
during the past month that the 
French government which went from 
Paris to Bordeaux in the early part 
of September was about to return to 
Paris and resume there the functions 
of government. 

The foregoing dispatch is the first 
official announcement that the ad- 
ministration is to return. Previous 
reports have said unofficially that the 
government was about to go back and

corps which had been hastily 
raised and trained, their object being 
to drive the allies out of Belgium 
and break through to Dunkirk and 
Calais. Altogether, they had a quar- 
ter of a million fresh men. Eventually 
the Germans had north of La Bassee 
about fourteen corps and eight cavalry 
divisions, that is, a “force of three- 
quarters of a million men with which 
to attempt to drive the allies into the 
sea. In addition there was immensely 
powerful armanent and heavy siege 
artillery which also has been brought 
up from around Antwerp.” 
BLOWS AT DIXMUDE. 

The official eye-witness tells of the 
blows delivered by the Germans at 
Nieuport, Dixmude and Ypres where 
“at first the allies were greatly out- 


| numbered.” For a whole month the 


British army around Ypres succeeded 
in holding its ground against repeated 
onslaughts made by vastly superior 
forces. The narrator goes into details 
of the German attacks and describes 
how they were frustrated by the allies. 
The British force, says Col. Swinton, 
which consisted all along of the same 
units, had to “withstand an almost 
continuous bombardment and to meet 
one desperate assault after another, 
each carried out by fresh units from 
the large numbers which the Ger- 
mans were devoting to the operation.“ 
Finally, the French came to their as- 
sistance, and “never was help more 
welcome, for by then our small re- 
serves had again and again been 
thrown into the fight in the execution 
of counetr attack and our men 
were exhausted by the incessant fight- 


The British force now has been con- 
siderably rested and in addition has 
been reinforced, while a lull in the ac- 
tivity has enabled the commanders to 
readjust their forces, strengthen their 
positions and bring up reserves. 
There has therefore been “a great 
general improvement in the conditions 
under which we are carrying on the 
fight.” Of the fighting which preceded 
this reorganization, the writer says it 
was due solely to the resource, tnitia- 
tive and endurance of the regimental 
om and men that success has lain 
with the British.” 


UNITS BECOME MIXED. 
He continued: 
“As the struggle swayed back- 
wards and forwards through wood 


and hamlet, the fighting assumed a 
most confused and desperate charac- 
ter. The units became inextricably 
mixed and in many cases in order to 
strengthen some threatened point or 
to fill a gap in the line, the officérs had 
to collect and throw into the fight 
what men they could regardless of 
Me units to which they belonged. 
Our casualties have been severe, but 
we have been fighting a battle and a 
battle implies casualties, and heavy 
as they have been, it must be re- 
membered that they have not been 
suffered in vain. 

“The duty of the French, Belgians 
and British in the western theater of 
operations has been to act as a con- 
taining force, in other words, to hold 
on to and to keep occupied as many 
of the enemy as possible while the 
Russians were attacking in the east. 
In this we have succeeded en playing 
our part and by our resistance have 
contributed materially towards the 
success of the campaign. Moreover, 
our losses have not impaired our 
fighting efficiency. The troops have 
required only a slight respite in order 
to be able to continue the action with 
as much determination as ever. They 
are physically fit and well fed and 
have suffered merely from the fa- 
tigue which is inseparable from a 
protracted struggle such as they have 
been through. The severest handling 
by the enemy has never had more 
than a temporary effect on their 
spirits, which have soon recovered, 
owing to the years of discipline and 
training to which the officers and 
men have been accustomed. 

“The value of such preparation is 
as noticeable on the side of the enemy 
own. The losses suffered 
by the Germans’ new 
have been remarkable and they were 
in part due to their lack of training. 
Moreover, though at the first onset 
these formations advanced to the at- 
tack as bravely as their active corps, 
they have not by any means shown 
the same -recuperative powers. The 
Twenty-seventh Corps, tor in- 
stance, which is a new forma- 
tion composed principally of men 
with only seven to twelve weeks’ 
training. has not yet recovered 
from its first encounter with the Brit- 
ish infantry around Bacelacre to the 
northeast of Ypres a month ago. On 


the other hand, the Guard Corps, in 00 


spite of having suffered severely in 
Belgium, of having been thrown head- 
long across the Olse River at Guise 
and having lost large numbers on the 
plain of Compiegne and on thé banks 
of the Aisne River, advanced against 
Ypres on the 11th of November as 
bravely as they did on the 20th of 
August.” 
ALLIES’ SACRIFICES. 

The allies, continues Col, Swinton, 
have undergone great sacrifices to 
defend against tremendous odds a 
line that could only be maintained by 
making these sacrifices, but the fact 
that the situation has been relieved 
is no reason for assuming that the 
enemy abandoned his intention of 
ressing through to the sea. The 
—— points out that the Germans 
continue to attack with great cour- 
age, but little abated by failure, and 
while they have not succeeded in 
gaining the Straits of Dover, they 
have been enabled to consolidate 
their position on the western frontier 
and retain all but a small portion of 


Belgium. 

“As well as they have fought, how- 
ever,” continues the narrative, “it is 
doubtful if their achievements are 
commensurate with their losses, 
which recently have been largely due 
to a lack of training and a compara- 
tive lack of discipline of the units 


they put in the field.”

AIR-TIGHT TANKS.

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—-The Russian 
government has purchased here 50,- 
000 fifty-five gallon, air-tight steel 
tanks, at a cost of approximately 
$250,000, to be used in constructing 
pontoon bridges in their military op- 
erations, according to a statement is- 
sued this afternoon by the manufac- 
turers. 

The first shipment is to go forward 
next Saturday, it was said.

CHICAGO, Dec. 3-—An appeal to

he whole civil service of the Fed- 
eral government,” he said, includes 
about 475,000 persons, with an aggre- 
gate total estimated at $400,- 
000,000 a year.

“Add to this the services of the cit- 
les, counties and States, there is a 
grand total of nearly 900,000 ap- 
pointees with an aggregate annual sal- 
ary of $700,000,000, of which the far 
greater part is still in politics unless 
protected by civil service laws and 
rules, and is used to build up a great 
political machine.” 

Previous extension, he said, had 
been downward rather than upward. 

“We set for example,” he contin- 
ued, “a former saloon keeper occu- 
pying a technical engineering position 
when his only knowledge of engineer- 


ing had been to engineer the election 
of the Mayor who appointed him.” 
A view of the progress of the

Mr. Jenks declared that the 
achievements in the year demon- 
strated a constant growth of popular 
sentiment throughout the country in 
favor of the merit and efficiency sys- 
tem, and said: 

“Even in Congress the tide has 
turned against the spoilsman. The 
passage of the Cullop amendment, 
which sought to throw open the post- 
offices for patronage purposes was de- 
feated.” 

He pointed out that in New Jersey, 
Georgia, Missouri, Ohio and Califor-

FOUND GUILTY OF CONSPIRACY 

BY IMPERSONATING UT. & 
OCONGKESSMAN,

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—David Lamar 
was today found guilty of impersonat- 
ing Representative A. Mitchell Palmer 
of Pennsylvania for the purpose of 
defrauding J. P. Morgan & Co. and 
the United States Steel Corporation. 
He was immediately sentenced to 
serve two years in the Federal peniten- 
tlary at Atlanta, Ga. 
The government charged that La- 
mar and his friend, Edward Lauter- 
bach, a lawyer, entered into a con- 
spiracy to obtain money from the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
the Morgan firm by representing them- 
selves as the agents of Speaker Clark 
and other men high in Congress. To 
further this conspiracy, it was 
charged, Lamar later telephoned Lewis 
Cass Ledyard and others, represented 
himself ovér the telephone to be Rep- 
resentative Palmer of Pennsylvania; 
sald that he was acting with the 
knowledge and sanction of Speaker 
Clark and sought to have Mr. Led- 
yard obtain employment for Lauter- 
bach with the Morgan firm or the 
steel corporation. 
The telephone conversation lasted 
several days before Mr. Ledyard tele- 
phoned to the real Representative 
Palmer and found that he had been 
talking with an imposter. In the mean- 
time Mr. Ledyard had seen Lauter- 
bach, and Lauterbach, Mr. Ledyard 
said, had demanded money for his 
services. Three indictments were found 
by the grand jury. Two of them 
charged Lamar with representing him- 
self as an officer of the United States 
government; the third charged Lamar 
and Lauterbach with conspiracy. The 
indictment against Lauterbach, Dist.- 
Atty. Marshall said, will be pressed at 
an early date, 


NINE FILIBUSTERS CAPTURED. 


Mexicans, Heavily Armed, Are 
Taken in Charge by U. 8. Cavalry- 
men on the International Line.

BROWNSVILLE (rex) Dec. 3.— 
Nine Mexicans, heavily armed, part of 
an alleged filibustering expedition of 
twenty-five members, were captured 
by United States cavalrymen near Hi- 
dalgo, Tex., last night, according to a 
report received here today. The cap- 
ture was made after an exciting chase. 
The Mexicans had gathered at Mc-

Clairvoyant Says He Gave up 
Four Hundred a Month. 


Evidence to be Presented to 
the Grand Jury Today. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—In spite of the 
$400 monthly payment for police pro- 
tection, Frank Ryan, alleged head of 
a “clairvoyant ring” that operated in 
Chicago until recently, received from 
$3000 to $6000 a month as his share 
of the swindling operations, he told 
MacLay Hoyne, State’s Attorney, in a 
written confession made public to- 
night. 

In addition to the large monthly 
police payments, Ryan said he paid an 
average of $25 to $100 weekly to help 
buy flowers for some patrolman who 
had lost a member of his family. He 
also said it took a neat sum to en- 
tertain properly the out-of-town po- 
licemen who frequently came with 
warrants for members of the clair- 
voyants. 

Ryan was captured in Detroit a few 
weeks ago. He is very ill of tuber- 
culosis and his confession was made, 
Hoyne said, on the promise that it 
would keep him from dying in the 
penitentiary. It was partly on the 
strength of Ryan's confession, accord- 
ing to the State’s Attorney, that Hoyne 
offered Capt. Halpin, former chief of 
detectives, and a score of his men, a 
chance to resign. 

Ryan paid his protection money, he 
said, through Barney Bertsche, a 
ward politician, recently shot in a 
downtown revolver fight with two de- 
tectives. “When I first came to Chi- 
cago in 1911 I paid $500 a month for 
police protection,” he said. “For my 
end I usually got from $3000 to $6000 
monthly. Once I cleaned up $36,000 
in three months. 

“Detectives came here from Néw 
York that year and showed me a 
phony warrant on which they said 
they were going to take me back un- 
less I settled on a $2540 bond I had 
jumped. That was from a job I did 
in Boston. When the detectives from 
Boston came for me in New York I 
fixed it so that I was arrested by the 
New York police on a phony charge 
so that I would not have to go back 
to Boston and probably go to the 
penitentiary. I was released on $2500 
bond and skipped to Chicago. 

“Those New York fellows knew I 
had jumped a bond and knew it would 
be easy to hold me up. Well, I guess 
it was. 

“When I refused to pay up they 
threatened to tell the State's Attor- 
ney, so that in the end I gave them 
$2900, and $400 for expenses. That 
bond has not yet been settJed, 

“I can’t kick on the police not giv- 
ing me the protection I paid for. 
though. During the year and a half 
I was in business I never had to go 
to a police station. Whenever there 
was a complaint against me the po- 
lice always telephoned they were 
coming over with the complainant and 
I would take the afternoon off. A 
partner would be shown and of course 
—— complainant could not identify

Ryan will submit the confession to 
the grand jury tomorrow, according 
to Hoyne. 

In spite of his promise of immunity 
from Hoyne, Ryan is in trouble with 
the Federal government, and a deputy 
marshal armed with a Federal war- 
rant attempted to arrest him tonight, 
but was unable to learn where he had 
been secreted. Ryan has been under 
Federal indictment for two years on a 
charge of using the mails to defraud.

Danger does not exist for the trav- 
eler who has no fear and who does not 
court adventure. This is the simple 
formula for facing all manner of per- 
Us, according to Prof. Frederick Starr, 
one of the world’s leading anthropolo- 
gists, and explorer of many ‘savage 
lands. Prof. Starr, who is the head 
of the department of n at 
the University of Chicago, is resting a 
few days at the Trinity Hotel before 
returning to the East. 

In the course of hundreds of expe- 
ditions which he has made into bar- 


on 
barous foreign lands Prof. Starr states 


that he has never been wounded or 
seriously attacked, and has never had 
occasion to defend himself with fire- 
arms. “I do not consider that I have 
a charmed life, but merely that I have 
used the proper discretion when en- 
countering danger which is to be met 
with everywhere in the world. The 
man who ordinarily succumbs to dan- 
ger has fear or foolhardiness inherent 
in him. One is as liable to have one’s 


darkest Congo. 
“As ~g 3 work for the University of 
Chicago is the study of the different 
races and tribes of people, I have had 
to seek them out in all parts of the 
world. Much of this service in the 
interest of science has been recognized 
and commended by the various rulers 
of Europe. Queen mina — 
stowed the silver service medal u 
me for my work in behalf of the 
national museums of Holland. I was 
made an Officer of Public Instruction 
in France for similar work: the late

is the ultimate working out of the 
problems of Mexico. The a 
Mexican President was an Indian, 80 
also i its greatest literary light, and its 
most famous sculptor. The hope of 
Mexico is in its Indian blood, not in 
its sprinkling of Spanish. Huerta, who 
was an Indian, was one of Mexico's 
most powerful and competent men. I 
have known personally all the men of 
importance in Mexico within the past 
twenty years, and I wish to say that 
of ee now in the public ae that 
Villa an irresponsible bandit, and 
never * be anything else, while 
Carranza is a weakling, incapable of 
accomplishing anything of merit.”

Mr. Burks did not have time to go 
into detail regarding the report he left 
with the board, as he had another 
engagement, but agreed to be on hand 
this morning to complete his catech- 
ism and to supplement his formal 
Statement with other facts and fig- 
ures.

“Practically. all of this improve- 
ment work has been done under con- 
tract; it has been financed during the 
construction period by the contractors 
themselves; and the cost has been met 
through special assessments levied up- 
on the property presumed to be bene- 
fited. If this street improvement work

Un- 
less assessment and penalty are paid 
off within a fixed time the properties 
delinquent will be advertised and 
sold for the delinquency. 

There is also a misapprehension as 
to the manner in which these pay- 
ments may be made, say city officials.

FRENCH PRISON 
FOR ANGELENO. 


HE’S TAKEN AS GERMAN SPY AND 
LOCKED UP, BUT HAS 
GOOD LUCK. 


Now is not the time for young 
Americans to make a first-hand study 
of international waterways abroad, ac- 
cording to Paul Ogilvie, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. James Ogilvie, No. 1933 
South Union avenue, who arrived 
home yesterday from Europe after 
having been held quite distastefully in 
a French garrison as a German spy. 

Young Ogilvie is a student at Co- 
lumbia University. The fact that he 
had in his possession his Columbia 
certificates as an M. A., and a B. A.. 
helped him extricate himself from a 
dangerous situation. 

He also had a letter in his pocket 
at the time of his arrest from Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, and was able to 
prove that he was a close friend of Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke, then at The Hague 


were not worth so much in the hands 
of the skeptical and excited French- 
men as the fact that one of the guards 
had fought in the Boer war, knew a 
little English, and was able to iden- 
tify Ogilvie’s accent as distinctly 
American, 


Ogilvie left Columbia last summer! 


to pass his vacation on the inland riv- 
ers of Europe, having shipped his boat 
from New York to Rotterdam for that 
purpose. For a long time he has spe- 
cialized in international thw, and he 
found Dr. Van Dyke at The Hague 
willing and able to lend him much 
assistance in following up his subject. 

He went through Belgium and Hol- 
land and most of France. He had gone 
to Europe to make the trip with a boy 
friend who is at Oxford and who is 
following the same line of work. They 
had parted for two days to go sepa- 
rate ways, the day before the declara- 
tion of war and the mobilization of 
the French army. 

Ogtivie was on the Rhone in his 
small motor boat, and when the sol- 
diers signaled him from a bridge he 
imagined that they were merely call- 
ing some encouragement to him. Fif- 
teen minutes later he looked up to 
find a line of soldiers on either side 
of the river, their rifies leveled upon 
him. When he halted three officers 
came out to him in a boat and took 


him to shore. They informed him 
that he was in the midst of a war and 
that he was a German spy. He an- 
swered in good French that he was an 
American, but they insisted a spy nat- 
urally would be anything but a Ger- 
man if you asked him about it. 

That was Saturday afterngon and 
he spent an uncomfortable Sunday in 
Jalil. On Monday they consented to 
drive him by motor to the nearest 
American Vice-Consul, who was at 
Bijon, fifty miles away. At that point 
he was able to convince them that 
he was no mystery and they allowed 
him to proceed to Paris. He afterward 
spent several weeks in Europe, and

President Ripley of the Santa Fe 
gees a silver-lined cloud, about the 
Size of a man's hand, erising off to 
the eastward, which promises guer- 
Gons of gain to the ratlroads. It is in 
the shape of winter travel to Califor- 
“nla, which Mr. Ripley believes, due to 
‘the closing of Europe to tourists, will 


this year set new and unanticipate:l 


records. 

“I am no prophet,” said the head of 
the Santa Fe yesterday, on his arrival 
here en route to his winter home in 
Santa Barbara, “but I firmly believe, 
and I am confident that results will 
‘Dear me out in the assertion; that there 
“will be more persons come to Califor- 
mia this year than ever before in his- 
tory. I would even wager that travel 
will even exceed the expectations of 


“the most optimistic.” 


On the other hand, Mr. Ripley sees 
very few rifts in the clouds for the 
railroads. Though he would not place 
his sanction on a prediction of ulti- 
mate government ownership of rail- 
Foads, his forecast is of breakers 
ahead. 

“The present administration,” he 
said, “seems to be contented, and per- 
haps justly so, with a condition of af- 
-faire where if regulates the railroads 
and, asumes none of the responsibil- 
ity. It is a condition of affairs that 
Pleases the thearetical and the Uto- 
1 among us, but it stifies initiative 

railroad affairs. It means no raill- 
road building and no investment of 
the pioneering kind.

He called attention to the fact that 
the city does other work not by con- 
tract.

ON THE SAME BASIS. 

Capt. Osborne asked the expert if 
his other estimates of saving were 
based upon statements as far as that 
regarding the 52 per cent. per an- 
num. ; 

“Absolutely.” replied Mr. Burks. 

In his formal statement to the 
board he continues: 

In formulating these estimates we 
have had the co-operation of the City 
Engineer's office; of several of the 
large contracting concerns engaged in 
Street improvement work, and nu- 
merous other engineers and experts, 
to whom we hereby extend our ac- 
knowledgments. 

Allowance is made in the estimates 
for interest on the necessary outlays 
to be made by the city; depreciation 
of machinery and tools; overhead ad- 
ministrative charges, and cost of 
financing. 

No account has been taken of the 
Saving in time and convenience of 

roperty owners, which will be ef- 
ected by centralizing, in a city of- 
fice, the notification of property own- 
‘ers and collection of interest and 
principal of deferred payments, the 
hearing and disposition of complaints, 
and the economics in the cost of ma- 
terials other than cement, such as 
crushed rock, asphalt, etc. : 
The estimated saving to be effected 
through municipal as opposed to pri- 
vate construction is thoroughly sup- 
ported by the experience of the aque- 
duct organization in the construction 
of the aqueduct, and of the harbor 
department in the harbor construction 
work. Mr. Mulholland estimates that 
the cost of aqueduct construction un- 
der contract procedure would have 
been not less than $15,000,000, in ex- 
cess of the actual cost of this project, 
($24,600,000.) 

The president of the Harbor Com- 
mission estimates that the recent con- 
struction work done directly under his 
supervision has been 15 per cent. less 
than similar work performed under 
contract. 

The remarkable record in the aque- 
duct construction, under the direction 
of a single competent engineer with 
adequate authority to proceed under 
modern business conditions, should be 
a sufficient answer to any claim that 
the city cannot build up an organ- 
ization competent to carry on its own 
street improvement work. 

One of the most severe and unwar- 
ranted commentaries on the efficiency 
of city government is the assumption 
that, in order to insure economical 
and efficient management of large 
construction projects, the city must 
perforce go outside of its own organ- 
ization and employ the services of pri- 
vate construction companies. It is not 
to be assumed, of course, that the de- 
partment of public works could or 
should take over at once, or within 
a brief period, entire responsibility 
for street improvement work. It will 
be necessary to build up somewhat 
gradually a proper organization; to 
acquire the necessary equipment, and 
to develop administrative methods es- 
sential to the successful prosecution of 
public work of the magnitude of that 
under consideration. 

Furthermore, the private enter- 
prises now performing this service for 
the city must, in all fairness, be con- 
sidered in the development of the 
city’s plan. Several of these com- 
panies have large investment and 
elaborate organizations which they 
have built up in response to a genu- 
ine public need. For many years they 
have rendered a service to the com- 
munity of inealculable value which 
the city government has not been 
equipped to perform. No step, there- 
fore, should be taken which might 
properly be stigmatized as unfair or 
confiscatory. 

For many years, even under a sys- 
tematic plan for municipalizing street 
construction work, there will be need 
for the service of the best-equipped 
private enterprise. In the interest of 
public service street construction work 
should be done by the city. for several 
years, at least, in competition with the 
best-equipped private enterprises. The 
inevitable result of such procedure 
will be to stimulate both the public 
and private organizations to the high- 
est standards of efficiency. 

To make possible the business-like 
and successful accomplishment of the 
plan suggested, the fallowing changes 
in organization and administrative 
procedure are absolutely essential: 
ORGANIZATION AND EQUIPMENT. 

(1.) A thoroughly qualified director 
of public works must replace the pres- 
ent amateur commission of three 
members, who are usually without ex- 
perience in the management of large 
construction projects. 

(2.) A ataff of competent assistants 
in special divisions must be perma- 
nently employed and intelligently di- 
rected to carry on the work of ad- 
ministration and supervision. 

(3.) A corps of carefully selected, 
skilled workmen to be bullt up, kept 
together, and constantly trained in the 
most efficignt methods of performing 
each part of the labor. This will 
necessitate functional foremen, whose 
duty it will be to train workmen and 
help them in each job to get started 
right, to avoid lost motion, and to 
delay. 

(4.) A planning division should 
work out, in advance of the begin- 
ning of work, not only general plans 
and specifications, but detail instruc- 
tions to individual foremen and 
workmen as to how each specific step 
in the work is to be performed. 

(5.) Modern tools and equipment 
of the highest standard, which will 
enable the city’s organization to com- 
pete on equal terms with the best 
private enterprises. 

(6.) A properly qualified and 
properly paid permanent corps of in- 
spectors up to the standard of the 
best inspectors In the present poorly 
organized, irregularly employed and 
inadequately compensated corps. 
The present method places a penalty 
upon the efficient inspector by stop- 
ping his pay when he discovers un- 
satisfactory work or material and or- 
ders work stopped. A premium rath- 
er than a penalty should be placed 
(7.) Place in commission the 
Monolith cement plant, in which the 
city has an investment of $800,000, 
and utilize ite entire output (200,000 
barrels a year) in street improvement 
work at a maximum cost of $1.40 
per barrel in place of $2 per barrel, 
which is the present standard price.

“Carload business is on the in- 
crease,” said Vice-President McCor- 
mick of the Southern Pacific yester- 
day. “This is a barometric sign that 
indicates returning prosperity. It 
means that the business world is re- 
covering its resilient tone and is look- 
ing to the future with confidence.” 

Speaking more particularly of the 
future, Mr. McCormick stated that he 
anticipates not only the biggest win- 
ter tourist business in history this 
year, but an exposition travel next 
year that will confound even the most 
optimistic amone the prophesiers.

It has earned and received 
the confidence and support of the commu- 
nity in which it is published. It is the larg- 
est newspaper in the United States, with 
the largest advertising patronage, and its 
paid circulation exceeds that of any other 
newspaper in the great city of Los Angeles. 

The Times first saw the light on Decem- 
ber 4, 1881, as a little folio sheet. In 1882 
it was twice enlarged. Every year there 
were further enlargements. In 1887 it was 
a standard seven-column quarto. In 1888 it 
was again enlarged and the pages of the 
Sunday issue were increased to sixteen. 

Year after year pages have been added 
until now there are from twenty to thirty- 
four pages in the dally and from 120 to 154 
for the Sunday issue, including the Sunday 
magazine. 

In 1882 Gen. Harrison Gray Otis acquired 
a large interest in the Times-Mirror Compa- 
ny and assumed editorial control of The 
Times. For thirty-two years—with the ex- 
ception of a brief period when he accepted 
a brigadier-general’s commission and led his 
troops to victory in the Philippines—he has 
been at the helm and steered his vessel 
through both tranqui] and stormy seas. 

The motto of The Times has ever been 
“Stand fast, stand firm, stand sure, 
stand true.“ It has advocated the ele 
mentary principles of the party of 
Abraham IAncoln, but it has never 
hesitated to criticise Republicans who 
sought to use the Grand Old Party for pur- 
poses detrimental to the public interest. It 
favored .a national irrigation policy when 
the East and Middle West antagonized it. 
It demanded that our harbor should not be 
subjected to railroad control. It conténded 
for a gold currency when many trusted Re- 
publican leaders on this Coast were bitten 
by the free silver coinage folly and clam- 
ored for a fifty-cent dollar, and it never 
faltered in its devotiqn to and advocacy of 
the principle announced and formulated by 
the immortal Henry Clay of protection to 
home industry. 

The Times began in 1890 the fight for 
industrial freedom which it has ever since 
continued. In that year the union compos 
tors and foreman on The Times were mis- 
led by their labor leaders into demanding 
that the proprietors of The Times should 
sign a contract binding themselves to em- 
ploy only union workmen for one year at the 
old rate of composition. A similar demand 
on the other daily newspapers in this city 
was acceded to after a brief and feeble re- 
sistance. But The Times refused the un- 
conscionable and tyrannical demand of the 
Typographical Union, and when the union 
printers employed by it struck it supplied 
their places with non-union men. The strik- 
ers attempted a boycott, which failed, for 
the advertisers refused to withdraw their 
patronage, and the subscription list of the 
paper was enlarged instead of being re- 
duced by the boycott. 

That was twenty-three years ago, and ever 
since The Times has been in the forefront 
of the fight against industrial despotism. 
Its attitude against union-labor despot 
has given it a nation-wide and indeed 
But for its attitude 
Los Angeles might have been, like some 
other cities, reduced to abject submission

to the labor unions, with its great manu- 


facturing and commercial! interests checked, 
if not paralyzed, by grasping, blackmailing 


labor leaders. As it is, the hammers ring 


and the shuttles shift and the spindles hum 
and the skyscrapers climb and orchards are 
planted and fields harvested without leave 
or license from walking delegates. 

Labor-unionism made its last stand 
against The Times four years ago when its 
murderous mercenaries assassinated twenty 
Times employees and reduced half a million 
dollars’ worth of property to ashes. The 
only effect of their action was to delay the 
publication. of The Times for about three 
hours on the morning of the explosion. A 
subsidiary plant was put in working order. 
The brave men and women of Los Angeles 
stood by their great journal. A new and 
greater building was erected on the site of 
the old one. 3 

In this connection one is reminded of the 
eloquent language in which Freedom was 
apotheosized by an orator who long since 
journeyed on: “I have seen her foes gather 
around her. I have seen her friends fly 


from her. I have seen her burned at the 


stake. I have seen them scatter her ashes 
to the winds, regathering them again that 
they might scatter them yet more widely, 
and, as they turned to exult, she has met 
them, clad in complete steel, bearing in her 
strong right hand a flaming sword, red with 
insufferable light.” 

The Times stands, where it has always 
stood, for the Constitution, unmarred by 
fads, for the equal rights of all men before

the law, for the expansion of commerce, for 


a sound currency, for tariff protection, for 


the restoration of our mercantile marine, 


for government of the people, by the people. 


for the people, for all measures that will 
enhance the growth and prosperity of this 
mighty city. 

On these principles it will continue to 
stand, and “against it the gates of hell shall 


not prevail.”

SCHOOL IMMORALITY 
CHARGES FALL FLAT. 


TATEMENTS attributed to Judge 
8 Taft by Mrs. Berthold Baruch, 

vice-president of the Los Angeles 
Society of Social Hygiene, in her 
charges that gross immorality exists 
in the city’s public schools, were 
repudiated by him yesterday. When 
Mrs. Baruch was informed of the ac- 
tion of the judge of the Juvenile 
Court she said that she has lost faith 
in humanity and is so discouraged 
that she will not press her accusa- 
tions. 

Principal Housh of the Los Angeles 
High School will name a committee 
today to confer with Mrs. Baruch and 
sift the charges made by her against 
the fair name of the schools.’ Mrs 
Dorsey, assistant superintendent, will 
be chairman of the committee. The 
other members will be vice-principals. 

Mrs. Baruch said last night that 
she will meet with the committee, but 
that since she has been deserted by 
her principal supporters she will not 
make an aggressive effort to prove 
her original accusations against the 
90,000 school children of the city. 

JUDGE'S STATEMENT. 

Judge Taft made the following 
statement yesterday: 

“I regret the use of my name in 
connection with the present discus- 
sion of immorality among scholars in 
the public schools. When asked con- 
cerning it by Mrs. Baruch I told her 
that the records of the Juvenile Court 
wholjy failed to support the charges, 
which were certainly greatly exag- 
gerated. 

“I added that the source of the 
persistent rumors seemed based upon 
such a report as had come to me, not 
evidence, and scarcely more than gos- 
sip, yet still a thing actually stated; 
and that report is substantially re- 
peated in the published account of 
Mrs. Baruch’s report to the commit- 
tee. But I said I don't believe it, and 
that it ought not to be repeated. 

“Officially and personally I agree 
with the statement attributed to Dr. 
Probasco, that whatever the actual 
condition, it is far more due to lack 
of parental control and proper home 
training than to the schools; and still 
more emphatically I approve Prof. 
Francis’s stand concerning the un- 
warranted attack upon the high char- 
acter of our schools.” 


FAITH LOST. 


Mrs. Baruch expressed great sur- 
14 at the statement made by Judge 


“IT am grieved and disappointed at 
the way Judge Taft has backed down 
in this matter,” Mrs. Baruch declared. 
“This takes away my faith in human 
nature. Under the circumstances it 
will be impossible for me to go on 
with the investigation. I will meet 
with the committee to be appointed 
by Principal Housh, but I will not 
make any aggressive effort to prove 
my original contentions. 

“Judge Taft expressed interest in 
what I was doing and said that he 
wished to co-operate with me. I have 
a witness, Dr. Maud Wilde, who heard 
him make the statements, which I 
attributed to him. But this contro- 
versy is becoming painful to me and 
I will drop it. If the persons who 
have promised me support fail me 
there is no use for me to go ahead.”

There is great need that all people 
and all organizations work together 
continuously for the betterment of hu- 
manity and physical and moral purin- 
cation of the race. 

Reckless criticisms can never ac- 
complish any good results. Most of 
all we should know beyond all 
peradventure where the fault lies 
before we assume the responsibility 
of placing it.

Dartmouth would like to get right

DOES GOOD WORK 
THOUGH HAMPERED. 


MUCH AID GIVEN INDIGENTS 
THROUGH THE UNITED 
CHARITIES. 


Despite a depleted treasury and 
dificult financial! conditions, the work 
of the United Charities of Los Angeles 


for November showed a marked in- 
crease in relief, given over October. 
There were 901 applications made 
for assistance of various kinds and 
of this number scarcely any were 
turned away without having found 
succor, whether in the way of clothes, 
of employment, railroad transporta- 
tion, medicine and other necessities. 
A large number of poor afflicted 
with tuberculosis, who applied for 
help were turned over to special 
charities and outside sources for as- 
sistance for the reason that the United 
Charities has come to a point where 
it is impossible to provide relief over 
a long continued period as is essential 
in such cases. 
In the many cases of want, 892 
children were involved, some of them 
orphans, some of them dependent on 
a mother or father separated or di- 
vorced, and a few, the offspring of 
unmarried couples. The majority of 
cases, however, involved children hav- 
ing both parents. The greatest num- 


have been caused by unemployment, a 
total of 323. Sickness interfered with 
112 persons and delayed wages, old 
age, desertion and husbands in prison 
— another 189 persons to seek 
elp. 

Many men without families applied 
for help, but were turned down, save 
in a few exceptional cases, where they 
were given clothing in exchange for 
running errands and doing other work 
of the organization. A large number 
of applicants were referred to bene- 
volent societies; some to the County 
Hospital; others to the health office 
and all were taken care of to the 
best ability of the charities under the 
circumstances. 


The Federated Improvement Asso- 
ciation last night discussed the report 
of a committee appointed at a pre- 
vious meeting to make recommenda- 
tion on the charter amendments pro- 
posed to be voted upon at an elec- 
tion the 3ist inst. The report was 
strongly against proposed amendment 
No. 1, providing for a city manager: 
equally strong against No. 2, propos- 
ing a borough form of government; 
just as decidedly against No. 3, pro- 
viding for bonding districts within the 
city; opposed No. 4, reiattve to rail- 
road crossings, because it does not in- 
clude the electric roads; condemned 
No. 5, calling for the appointment 
instead of election of the Board of 
Education, because it would “lower 
the present high standard of the 
schools” and turn them back into pol- 
ties; opposed No. 8, providing for 
proportional representation in the City 
Council, because it destroys majority 
control, and is destructive of the prin- 
picle upon which the government is 
founded; against No. 10, concerning 
proposals and contracte. 

The report favored the adoption of 
but three of the amendments. These 
are No. 6, providing for subways, sew- 
ers and storm drains; No. 7, paving 
the way for city and county @onsolida- 
tion, and No. 9, enabling the city to 
accept donations fer the erection of 
buildings in city parks. 

After a long discussion the whole. 
subject was postponed until December 
17, when the report will be made the 
special order.

FIRE DAMAGES 
PUBLIC MART. 


Three Buildings are Gutted 
Flames. 


Forty Thousand Dollars is 
Estimated Loss. 


Sightseers Hinder Firemen 
in Hard Fight. 


Three buildings of the Los Angeles 
Public Market were gutted by fire 
shortly before midnight last night, en- 
tailing damages estimated at about 
$40,000. Losses were suffered by the 
Independent Marketing Company, E. 
W. Wolcott, Von Housen & Company, 
and P. Ferraris. es 

The fire was of unknown origin, 
starting on the second floor of the In- 
dependent Marketing Company at No. 
1328 
alarms were sounded and six engine 
companies responded, the fire spread 
rapidly, and it was with great dim- 
culty that the flames were confined to 
the second stories. 

Many streams of water were played 
on the fire from both sides of the 
buildings, and considerable damage 
was done to the produce on the first 
floors and in the basements. 

Until the firemen got the flames 
under control the fire presented an 
}ominous appearance, threatening the 
big firms of Rivers Bros., Klein-Simp- 
son Fruit Company and several others. 

Hundreds of persons rushed from 
all sections of the city to the scene, 
and the firemen worked with difficulty, 
owing to the jam of sightseers. . 

Firemen and volunteer citizens 
worked heroically in removing prod- 
uce from the burning buildings, and 


saved several thousand dollars worth 
of goods, 


WATER CONTRACTS LET. 


Angelenos Get Larger Part of Work 
for Escondido with the Moncy 
Available. 
[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE } 
ESCONDIDO, Dec. 3.—For the in- 
Stallation of the municipal water sys- 


tem the City Trustees have awarded 
the contract for the furnishing of six- 
teen miles of cast-iron pipe to the 
John M. Gardiner Company of Los 
Angeles, on the lineal foot basis, the 
amount figuring. $55,000. 

The contract, for the installation of 
the cement-lin reservoir on Park 
Hill, the highest point of land over- 
looking the city, with a capacity of 
a million and a half gallons, has been 
awarded to the Holland Construction 
Company of San Diego for 11.494. 
The Trustees have also set aside $5000 
for the purchase of the land for the 
pumping plant. Contracts for the 
sinking of the wells in the sands of 
the Escondido River bottom, a mile 
east of the city, and for the installa- 
tion of the pumps, will be awarded 


soon. 

The bonds for the stem were 
voted a couple of years ago, $100,000, 
and the bids were opened last 
May. A few days ago the State Board 
of Control bought $75,000 of the 
bonds, and the balance having been 
purchased by other interests, the mon- 
ey is now avallable for the immediate

TOO NUMEROUS. 


CHIEF OF POLICE RECOMMENDS 
DRASTIC MEASURES TO CURB 
THEIR USE. 


Apprehensive of the result of the 
continued unrestrained sale of fire- 
arms in the city, the Chief of Police 
announced yesterday that he will 
urge upon the Police Commission the 
necessity of a drastic ordinance re- 
stricting such sales. Chief Sebastian 
has decided to make an 
through recommendations to 
commission, to induce the Council to 
pass such an ordinance. 

The Chief will recommend civic 
legislation along the line of the Sul- 
livan Act of New York. This makes 
it a felony to carry concealed deadly 
weapons. The maximum punishment 
is seven years in prison. 

The principal provisions of the Sul- 
livan Act follow: 

Persons selling deadly weapons, 
capable of being concealed on the 
person, shall keep a register with 
particulars of the sale. 

Sale of dangerous weapons to any 
person under 16 years constitutes a 
misdemeanor. 

Any person who attempts to use 
against another or carries or 
any deadly weapon is guilty of a 
felony, and ‘any person under 16 
years so doing is guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 

Any person not a citizen of the 
United States who shall have or carry 
any deadly weapon in any public 
Place is guilty of a felony.

INDIAN BREAD FAMINE. | 
But Brave Who Caused it by Se- 


One face was missing yesterday 


morning from among the Indians who 
have been accustomed to sell curios 
and antiques to passengers on the 
Santa Fe continental trains, as they 
hesitate at Riverside. 

Juan Seguro, who in the patois of 
the vicinity is known as “Sure Thing 
John,” was brought to the city yes- 
terday by Deputy United States Mar- 
sha] Durlin, charged with grand 
larceny, committed on the Pechanga 
Indian Reservation. Juan has been 
bound over to the Federal grand jury 
by a justice of the peace at Muriatta, 
after a hearing attended by a large 
contingent of the bucks and squaws. 
The women were especially interested. 

Seguro was in the practice of hang- 
ing around the Santa Fe station, and 
he made a specialty of disposing to 
tourists the stone bowls or mortars 
that the Indian women used to pound 
their grain in for break-making. He 
declared that the stone bowls were 
relics of a lost tribe, “away back in 
the hills,” as he put it in his broken 
Indian lingo, and he had no trouble 
in disposing of all that he could 
furnish, some being sold to the more 
impressionable tourists for as high as 
$5 each. He had quite a story for 
the delectation of the travelers, and 
did a thriving business. 

The charge is that Seguro stole the 
bowls; that no sooner did an Indian 
complete one for the use of his wife 
than it would disappear. The fact is, 
about all the bowls in use on the 
reservation disappeared, and the job 
of bread-making came to a stop among 
the women, with the effect that. it 
was necessary for them to journey to 
Temacula to get bread, for Seguro, it 
is sald, had created a famine. 

For a long time he carried on his 
peculations undiscovered, and some of 
the Medicine men on the reserva 
tion, who were consulted about the 
matter, intimated that the Bad Spirit 
had taken the bowls. But some of 
the more practical Indians set a trap 
for Seguro and caught him, it is as- 
serted, 
But “Sure Thing John” will be 
missed at the Santa Fe station in 
Rriverside, However, the chances are 
that some other clevér red men will 
be on hand with a supply. 4

These women urge all those 
who have not joined the classes to 
do 80 at once and they are anxious 
that all who can, will knit or crochet, 
long woolen stockings that reach 
above the knees.

Mr. Stephens appeared in the Coun- 


cil chamber yesterday morning and 
asked as his right and privilege that 
he be allowed to explain to the Coun- 
cil his position and to present a 
Justification for its own acts in adopt- 
ing the ordinances relative to the 
tidelands recovery at his recommen- 
dation.

The Harbor Commission's attitude 
ia that suit should be brought to se- 
cure the entire length and width of 
thie 200-foot right of way, while the 
City Attorney proposes to bring the 
action for the recovery of a strip only 
170 feet in width and about two miles 
in length, thus leaving the Southern

The City Attorney holds that the 


reply to the Board of Public Works 
yesterday regarding complaints of the 
non-collection of waste from apart- 
ment-houses, stated that the present 
arrangement as to these collections is 
not a desirable one. 

“Similar complaints from other lo- 
calities have given us a great deal of 
trouble,” says the Health Commis- 
sioner, “and while it may save the 
city the expense of removing this 
waste from apartment-houses, it does 
not promote sanitation.” 

The contract now in force between 
the city and the firm handling this 
class of waste does not require the 
contractors to remove rubbish, ashes 
or tin cans from apartment-houses, 
the owners having to dispose of these 
by private means. This results in no 
systematic method being applied in 
these cases, and frequently the waste 
accumulates to large proportions.

CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—The need of in- 
cluding Civil Service Commissioners 
themselves in classified service was 
emphas'zed at today’s session here of 
the National Civil Service Reform 
League.

PARIS, Dec. 4.—William Graves 
Sharp, the new can Ambassa- 
dor, presented his credentials today to 
President Poincare. The ceremony 
was attended by the usual formali- 
ties.

Hassador rode from his hotel to the 
resi ce of the President and back 
agai In conveying to the govern- 
ment and the people of France, in the 
most cordial terms, best 
of the President of the United States, 
Ambassador Sharp to the war. 

“During my sojourn among . the 
French people,” he said, I have come 
to have an added regard for their ex- 
emplification of pravery and patriotic 
citizenship. In expressing the earnest 
hope that out of the trials of the 
present hour may soon come the bless- 
ing of everlasting and beneficent 
peace, I but voice the prayers of my 
countrymen.” 

In his reply, President Poincare al- 
luded to the historic friendship exist- 
ing between the United States and 
France, and said’ that excellent rela- 
tions had been established by Mr. 
Sharp's two predecessors, Ambassa- 
dors Bacon and Herrick, whom he had 
known personally. 

“I know also,” he added, “that you 
come to represent faithfully the Presi- 
dent of the United States and your 
nation. I can agsure you that for its 
part, France has throughout a most 
lively admiration for the magnificent 
American civilization and for Mr. Wil- 
son’s eminent qualities. I thank you 
for your wishes for the re-establish- 
ment of a long and happy peace. If it 
had depended only upon the French 
government, peace would not have 
been troubled. To a brutal attack we 
have replied with that patriotism and 
bravery to which you are so kind as to 
y homage. 
“We are determined to fulfill to the 
end the duty that is imposed on us, In

In order to guarantee that chil- 
dren are properly fed and that they 
are not subjected to the rigorous ra- 
tions issued to adults, parents are 
compelled to take all children to com- 
munal doctors, who are on constant 
duty in charge of the canteens. Five 
different kinds of tickets are issued, 
the mothers calling for different types 
of rations. The tickets for the first 
six months of a child’s life are prac- 
tically for milk alone. Various grades 
of ticke gradually evolve into the 
introduction of more solid foods, until 
children 2 years old and over call on 
the general canteen. In order to pro- 
vide milk the communes have taken 
over dairies. 

“The amount and character of the 
destitution perhaps may be appreciat- 
ed from the present position in Brus- 
sels. Of the population of about 660, 
000 remaining in the city an average 
of 218,000 were on the adult can- 
teens and 8000 bables were on the 
baby canteens last week, or more 
than one-third of the total popula- 
tion. Probably no more pitiable sicht 
ever was presented than the long lines 
of mothers with children in arms 
waiting their turn at these canteens, 
In the industrial districts, where the 
people naturally would have emalier 
stores on hand than in the capital, 
a much larger population is now on 
the communal canteens, in some in- 
stances more than 60 per cent. of the 
whole number. 

“Brussels consumes 8000 sacks of 
our per diem. There were just $21 
sacks of flour in the city when our 
first shipment of foodstuffs arrived 
When I left Brussels vesterday morn- 
ing there were 15.000 sacks in the 
city, or about five days’ supply. We 
have about two or three days’ supply 
in Lege and similar supplies in other 
centers, such as Louvain, Charleroi, 
Namur and Luxemburg.”

AVIATORS ARE CAREFUL 

Aefonauts are compelled to keep to 
a considerable ‘height, in consequence 
of the accuracy of the fire from be- 
low. The military authorities have 
ordered them not to run any greater 
risks than are necessary, since each 
airman its a valuable asset, whose loss 
would be almost a calaniity to the 
army to which he is attached. 

Surveiliance over the territory in 
which the fighting ies under way be- 
comes more strict every week. No one, 
whether soldier or civilian, is per- 
mitted to pass the sentinels at the en- 
trance.to or exit from villages and 
towns without a permit stamped by 
the military authorities. At every 
grade crossing sentries are posted. 
Anyone who approaches rapidly is 
met with a leveled bayonet at the 
muzzle of a loaded rifie. There are no 
fewer than 600.000 men engaged in 
this duty throughout France. As they 
ere all trained and disciplined sol- 
diers, they would form the basis for 
another army in case of necessity. 

SUPPLY CONVOYS. 

As the actual fighting lines near the 
Belgian frontier are approached many 
of the roads are lined with gigantic 
convoys of supplies for the various 
brigades, divisions and army corps, 
which conetantly are moving to fresh 
positions where the fighting is fiercest. 
At one village the traveler is stopped 
by a French sentry; at the next by a 
Bel „ and perhaps a mile farther 
on a Pritieh soldier. All appear to 
be working with absolute harmony. 

Along the country roads, in the 
fields. and in the yards of farm 
houses, French soldiers could be seen 
making themselves as comfortable and 
as happy as possible in the cold and 
wet weather. Their carmp fires dotted 
the roadside. and over them were bo- 
ine great kettles of soup. Here the 
men eat in groups under such shelter 
from the rain as they could improvise, 
and passed their hours in eating, 
sleeping, talking and playing.

A 
providentially-held inepection of the 
vessel's batteries disclosed the fact 
that in this Instance the acid had eaten 
ite way to the gasoline tank and that 
the batteries were flooded with gaso- 
Line. Had the vessel been at the time 
under way, and a chance spark from 
a short circuit or other cause ignited 
the gasoline, a frichtful explosion with 
the loss of the ship and all on board 
must have been the result. 

Another four of the seventeen sub- 
marines on this coast are in the New 
York navy yard, in dry dock. With 
these four the case is more serious 
than with the others. Not only are 
there lead batteries on board. as a 
cause of eternal vigilance and trouble. 
but the foundation plates beneath the 
engines have proved inadequate to the 
load they are called upon to support. 
They are being largely reconstructed 
and it will be several months before 
they will be able to render efficient 
service. 

Of the four submarines thus remain- 
ing, the only ones now in commission 
north of the Canal Zona, two are 
drawn up against the dock opposite 
the public landing at New London un- 
dergoing minor repairs, and two more 
are at anchor in the harbor entrance, 
on one of which one engine is said 
to be out of commission. 

Summarizing, therefore, it may be 
said that not including the submarines 
in the Canal Zone, there is exactly 
one submarine on the Atlantic Coast 
fit for efficient sea duty. 

Tntfl recently no other type of bat- 
tery than the one now in use in sub- 
marines has been available. So no 
one in the Navy Department can prop- 
erly be held responsible for not get- 
ting better equipment. 

In deciding upon the use of the 
recently-discovered Edison batteries 
in new ships, Mr. Daniels may have 
taken an important step toward mak- 
ing the submarine a more certain and 
efficient weapon of warfare in the fu- 
ture. But he has not met the present 
situation—with only four submarines 
north of the Panama Canal in com- 
mission and only one of these in real 
fighting trim. 


ADMIRAL STICKS 
TO BATTLESHIPS. 


DOES NOT BELIEVE TIME HAS 
COME TO SACRIFICE OUR 
DREADNAUGHTS., 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—While the 
submarines have been operating suc- 
cessfully in ideal fields during the Eu- 
ropean war, the American navy should 
accord important functions to both 
battlesships and submarines and not 
sacrifice the battleships for the sub- 
marines, in the opinion of Rear- 
Admiral Watt, chief constructor of the 
navy, who outlined his views today be- 
fore the House Naval .Affairs Com- 
mitttee. 

Questioning by mbers during the 
admirals statement developed a 
strong sentiment in the committee 
for increasing the submarine strength 
of the navy. ‘ye 

Admiral Watt explained that the 
Navy Department purposed to let a 
contract on December 15 for a sub- 
marine weighing 1000 tons, with a 
speed of twenty miles an hour, de- 
signed to stay under the water longer 
and to have a greater radius of ac- 
tion than anv other submarine afloat. 

Rear-Admiral Griffin, chief engineer 
of the navy, told the committee of 
progress made in building the world- 
girdling system of wireless telegraph 
towers, of which the Arlington and 
Honolulu stations are to be a part.

WELL EQUIPPED. 


Six Months’ Reserve Supply 
Instantly Available. 


Gen. Aleshire Says Militia 
is Well Outfitted. 


Factory Could Keep up with 
Rush of Recruiting. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4. — The 
United States army has a six months 
reserve of clothing, shoes, camp equip- 
ment and supplies, and in this re- 
spect is in a better state of prepared- 
ness than ever before, according to a 
statement today before the House 
Military Affairs Committee by Maj.- 
Gen. Aleshire, quartermaster-general 
of the army. With Gen. Aleshire, as 
& witness, and Assistant Secretary of 
War Breckinridge present to volun- 
teer suggestions, the committee be- 
fan hearings in the framing of its 
army appropriatio ill. 

“We have a good start in every- 
thing,” Gen. Aleshire said. “Every 
army post has a supply of reserve 
clothing for the regular men of the 
army at the post. There are 128.000 
of militia, who are equipped for field 
reserve clothing, though not to the 
same extent as the regular army. 

“All of the militia are not yet so 
fully equipped,” Mr. Breckinridge 
suggested, “but they are in process 
of being equipped within the next 
six months.” 

Gen. Aleshire said that with the 
clothing in the army depots the United 
States could outfit 175,000 men with 
clothes, in addition to the regular 
cirrent supply at the posts, and that 
within twenty days the War Depart- 
ment ceuld arrange for the delivery 
of 15,000 pairs of shoes and for a 
similar extraordinary supply of un- 
derwear, ponchos and other articles. 
It was explained that there was a re- 
serve supply of 2616 tents, which 
would accommodate eight men to a 
tent. 

“With the start that we have,” he 
added, “we could keep pace with the 
recruiting of men in time of need 
with their clothing. Our factory at 
Philadelphia could manufacture 1000 
garments a day—coats or pants. We 
could take care of 300,000 or 350,000 
men of the army and militia within 
thirty days and could provide for 
750,000 within a reasonable time.“ 

Gen. Aleshire’s statement brought 
out the fact that Assistant Secretary 
Breckinridge is working on a list of 
private automobiles that could be 
taken over by the government in time 
of need. Mr. Breckinridge himself 
explained that In the European war 
the experienge has been that the auto- 
mobile trucks could keep up with any 
movement of the troops. 

Gen. Aleshire also testified the cost 
of the rations had increased in Ameri- 
ca and decreased in the Philippines. 
The cost per ration had increased here 
from 24.20 cents to 24.39 cents.

The contest, it was stated today, 
will be instituted in the name of Rev.

CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—A young wom- 
an, who cut off her hair and sold it 
in order to pay her room rent, told 
the most pitiful of many disheartening 
stories related today at the emergency 
employment bureau, conducted by the 
Chicago Women's Club, She gave her 
name as Mary Simpson, her age as 
22, and was a picture of despondency 
as she sat in the waiting-room with 
a boys knitted cap pulled down to her 
ears to cover the short hair. 

Two weeks ago she was dismissed 
from her place as an office clerk 
which paid $7.50 per week. Her 
small savings went to buy a coat 
when the cold weather came. 

“I had my hair cut off to pay the 
rent on my noom, which was $4 back,” 
asked a woman on the 
street, whose hair was the same color 
as mine, if she didn’t want some more. 
She said she would pay me $2.50 for 
it. Now that is all gone, but 7 cents. 
My landlady said she wouldn't trust 
me any more and had to give up 
my room. All this week I have lived 
on a half pint of cream a „ which 
costs 10 cents a day. 

“Last night I met a cirl who earns 
$86 a week and she took me to her 
room and told me to come back if 
1 couldn't find work. This morning I 
walked from Fifty-fifth street (seven 
miles) to save carfare.”

THEATRICAL FIRM BANKRUPT. 


The Liebler Company, with Debts 
of $350,000 and Unknown Assets, 
is in Recetver’s Handa, 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—aAn involun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy was filed 
this afternoon against the Liebler 
Company, theatrical ‘producers, by 
Henry Askin of: Chicago, and two 
other creditors of this city. The peti- 
tion estimates the firm’s abilities at 
approximately $250,000, and states 
that the value of the assets is un- 
known. 

Askin’s claim is for money loaned 
and services rende aggregating 
$1000. The other two creditors are 
Joseph Kornhauser, incorporated, and 
Gales & Morange, whose claims are 
for $300 and $600, respectively. The 


Company had made preferential pay- 
ments to certain unknown creditors 
during the past four months, while 
the company was insolvent. 

Irving M. Ditterhoofer was appoint- 
ed receiver of the firm dy Judge 
Hough of the Federal District Court. 
He will continue the business for at 
least sixty days. All the theatrical 
productions of the company are to be 
continued, it was said. 

Counsel for the Liebler Company 
stated that the expenditure of enor- 
mous sums this season for the pro- 
duction of plays which had been con- 
tracted for prior to the outbreak of 
the European war had depleted the 
treasury, and made the company un- 
able to comply with the demands of 
a few insistent creditors. Had it not 
been for the outstanding contracts, it 
was stated, these productions would 
not. have been made under present 
financial conditions. The attorney set 
the Mabilities at about $325,000 andg 
the assets at approximately $300,000. 

Among the assets, it was stated, are 
a long lease of the Plymouth Theater 
in Boston, plays which last season 
gave a net profit of more than 1130. 
00, and most of which are now on 
tours, and the motion-picture rights 
in most of the plays heretofore pro- 
duced, which rights are “extremely 
valuable.”

Union of Two Presbyterian 
Churches Revived. 


Bible Worker Calls for New 
Crop of Mothers. 


‘BY A. M. ROW, unn EDITOR. 


No story published since the ap- 
pearance of “Quo Vadis” has attract- 
ed the attention of Bible students that 
is sure to fall to the lot of “The Story 
of Phaedrus,” the latest book by Dr. 
Newell Dwight Hillis of Brooklyn. In 
time it will be read and discussed by 
practically every student of Bible his- 
tory, as a plausible and entertaining 
theory seeking to establish the un- 
known source from which the apos- 
tolle biographers of Jesus secured 
their information. It is a fascinating 
vision, told in the plain yet illuminat- 
ing language of a gifted writer and 
acholar. 

Phaedrus, gifted son of a wealthy 
father living at Ephesus, was seized 
by Ximines when the Roman gover- 
nor confiscated the estate of his fath- 
er. When. Ximines disovered the un- 
usual educational qualifications of the 


bey he installed him in the official 


him in service as a slave. 

For two years Phaedrus endured 
his slavery with outward equanimity, 
but inward longings for freedom. 
Learned, but knowing nothing of 
Christianity, the boy's friendship was 
sought by Simonidées, a trusted old 
slave of Ximines, who had secretly es- 
poused Christianity, and by him taken 
to a clandestine midnight meeting at 
the house of an old wheat merchant, 
and there Phaedrus heard first of one 
Jesus, whose thrilling words were 
read from a priceless papyrus roll. 

When the hungry eyes of Phaedrus 
beheld the gold coins contributed for 
thé spread of the good tidings he was 
seized with an uncontrollable desire 
to escape from the clutches*of Ximi- 
nea In the intense darkness of the 
early morning, as the worshipers si- 
lently glided from the dimly-lighted 
room to scatter to their homes, Phae- 
drus delayed so as ta be the last to 
depart. He took the rich cloak of the 
merchant and threw it about his 
shoulders, hastily gathered up the 
gold coins and the gold cup in which 
they had been deposited; two silver 
Platters on which the coins had been 
collected; a piece of goatskin contain- 
ing the story of the Prodigal Son, and 
the priceless papyrus roll containing 
the words of Jesus; concealed all 
deftly in the folds of the cloak, and 
followed the procession through the 
gate, each one who had preceded him 
having glided off into the gloom to 
avold discovery. 

Phaedrus chose a course which en- 
abled him to elude Simonides, who 
awaited him beyond the wall, and 
made his way to the dock from 
whence a ship would sail at daybreak 
for Rome. Simonides readily surmised 
whither the boy had gone when he 
failed to appear to be let in at the gate 
of the Governor's mansion. 

The story of the old slave's. self- 
sacrifice in making hasty and secret 
provision for the boys comfort on 
the voyage; of the startling things that 
happened to Phaedrus en route; of his 
conversion through the stolen story of 
the Prodigal Son; his quest after 


events in the life of Jesus; his writ- 
ings in the catacombe of Rome: all 


these conspire to fill with thrilling m- 
terest the remarkable story. 

The climax comes in the secret re- 
turn of Phaedrus to Ephesus and his 
restoration to the old wheat merchant 
of all the stolen property, together 
with beautifully-executed and more 
complete rolls made by himself in the 
catacombs, followed by his consecration 
as the historian of Jesus and his sub- 
sequent travels in search of the fulleet 
authentic details of the Savior’s life.

PPORTUNITY IS 
CALIFORNIA'S. 


LUBIN FURTHER EXPLAINS HIS 
MARKETING COMMISSION. 


David Lubin, American delegate to 
the International Institute of Agricul- 
ture at Rome, Thursday flung down 
the ultimatum that if California does 
not avail herself of the opportunity 
to make history in championing his 
movement for creating a national 
marketing commission he will be 
forced to respond to invitations from 
other States profoundly interested in 
the issue. 

Mr. Lubin expressed forcibly to a 
delegation of citrus fruit growers and 
shippers who called on him at the 
Alexandria Thursday as marveling 
that there is not more spontaneous 
and enthusiastic support of his plan 
for bringing about the appointment 
of a national marketing commission 
similar to the German Landwirt- 
echaftsrat. 

Because the committee in charge of 
the programme of the Realty Board 
luncheon was unable to allow Mr. 
Lubin ample time in which to give a 
comprehensive exposition of the pro- 
posed national marketing commission, 
he did not speak as scheduled, but it 
Was agreed that his address be post- 
poned until a more suitable time. 

Late in the afternoon representa- 
tives from practically all the women's 
clubs in the city called on Mr. Lubin 
and proffered their aid in the fight 
to effect the passing of the resolution 
which is at present pending in the 
House of Representatives. 

To the women who crowded Mr. 
Lubin's sitting-room, he said: “My 
reason for coming all the way from 
Rome to California with this message 
and this mission for this Golden State 
to hear and to perform is simply be- 
cause I myself am a Californian. Seven 
years of observation of the German 
Landwirtschaftsrat convinced me that 
this wonderfully efficient agricultural 
commission’ is responsible for the 
strength and conservatism of the Ger- 
man empire. 

“I believe that the women of Call- 
fornia in keeping with their splendid 
progressive spirit and energy will 
prove to be one of the strongest if 
not the strongest factor in this State’s 
adoption and support of the national 
marketing commission. I am going to 
place the work in their hands; I have 
given them the inspiration, and now 
it remains for them to create a great 
epoch in the history ot the United 
States. Soon I must: return to Rome 
as matters of vast importance in an 
international way are constantly being 
discussed by the delegates to our in- 
stitute from fifty-five nations of the 
world. A communication from Rome 
which I received today advised me 
advised me that at the regular month- 


from all the beiligerent powers of Eu- 
rope were present as usual and peace- 
fully discussed the subjects of agricul- 
ture and commerce.” 

Enthusiastic appreciation of Mr. 
Lubin's mission to the United States 
was expressed by all the women who 
heard his informal address. He was 
invited to further explain the national 
marketing commission at the meeting 
of the Women's City Club, in Blanch- 
ard Hall next Monday, at 12:45 p.m. 
At this meeting plans are to be formu- 
lated by the club women for action 
toward bringing pressure to bear on 
Washington for the passing of Mr. 
Ludbin's pending resolution.

If Mr. Glosbrenner does not appeat 
with his goats by the opening of the 
new year, C. P. Brinkerhoff, who 
has 30,000 goats on Guadalupe Island, 
will be allowed to pasture them on the 
fire-breaks.

Mr. Nuttall was given the bulk of 
the estate. The only bequest was $500 
to Mrs. J. D. Newcomb, a friend, of 
Argenta, Ark. Mrs. Fairchild alleges 
in her petition that her mother was 
not of sound mind. She was 63 years 


and being “affectionate, trusting and 
of a confiding nature,” she was sus- 
ceptible to flattery, blandishments and 
caresses. 


She alleges that Mr. Nuttall made 
love to her mother, promising to 
marry her if she made her will in his 
favor. By reason or these promises, 
it is alleged that Mrs. McCombs dis- 
inherited her heirs. 

Mr. Nuttall in his petition alleges 
that shortly after Mra.

ILLION-DOLLAR | 
ACHIEVEMEN 


„ Gift from the East—Warren F. 
Day ial—! and its 
President. 


Dr. James A. Blaisdell, president 
of Pomona College, will occupy the 
pulpit of the First Congregational 
Church tomorrow morning and will 
tell the story of a great educational 
achievement. He is one of the elo- 
quent preachers of this Coast, and 
well worth hearing. 

About three years ago Dr. Blais- 
dell, then less than two years presi- 
dent of the college, took up the heroic 
task of raising $1,000,000 for the en- 
dowment of that institution by Janu- 
ary 1, 1915. That he has practically 
completed the task must be regarded 
as one of the great achievements of 
a modern wizard of finance. 

One of the movements inaugurated 
to swell the fund and at the same 
time to honor one of ‘the staunchest 
and most influential friends of the 
college, was the launching of the -$50,- 
000 Warren F. Day memorial last 
spring, a little more than a year fol- 
lowing his death, and the appoint- 
ment of a strong committee to for- 
ward the movement. It is expected 
that this memorial fund will be com- 
plete tomorrow, and it is fitting that 
the story of the practical details of 
the great financial scheme should be 
first told from the pulpit which Dr. 
Day occupied for almost twenty years, 
throughout the formative history of 
the college. 

One of the first steps of President 
Blaisdell was to urge a contribution 
to the $1,000,000 fund by the educa- 


tional board of the Congregational. 


Church. He secured the promise of 
$150,000. It had a string to it that to 
some men would have resembled a 
steel cable, but it looked like a rope 
of sand to this financier. The string 
is the proviso that the $150,000 will 
be paid only as the fast sum necessary 
to complete $1,000,000. This left the 
college to raise $950,000, including a 
debt of $100,000 which they were re- 
quired to liquidate, that the million 
might be clear of incumprance. There 
is to be no solicitation of funds to- 
morrow, but the purpose of the serv- 
ice is to tell the story of the great 
enterprise and the necessity for its 
completion within the coming three 
weeks, in order to secure the $150,000 
from the educational board. 

Pomona College was founded as a 
Congregational institution, but in ac- 
cordance with the non-sectarian spirit 
of the denomination, the college was 
soon made non-sectarian and inde- 
pendent of denominational control. 
Dr. William Horace Day. pastor of 
the First Congregational Church, suc- 
ceeding his father, has also succeeded 
him as a trustee of the college. The 
first. class_was graduated in 1894. In 
1910 it enrolled 337 students, gradu- 
ally increasing until at present there 
are 500 on the roll. 

President Blaisdell was born in Wis- 
consin. in 1867, a son of James J. 
Blaisdell, professor of philosophy in 
Beloit. College. The son graduated 
from the college in 1889 and from 
Hartford Theological Seminary in 
1892, and was ordained to the min- 
istry the Same year. In 189% he be 
came professor of Biblical literature 
in Beloit College, from which he was 
called to the presidency of Pomona 
College in 1910.

It was there- 
fore highly desirable that a conference 
should be called forthwith to put a stop to 
this sort of thing.

Kinship alone would not have been enough 
to abate this apparently ingrained antag- 
onism. Kinship, however, was reinforced 
by a sense of the common possession of a 
great literature and great traditions. “The 
New Englanders, bitter as they often were 
toward England, could not forget that Mul- 
ton and Cromwell were Englishmen. Many 
a Virginian family was proud of its Cava- 
fier ancestry. So, too, though it was at one 
time the fashion among the English upper 
ahd literary class to treat the Americans, 
as a purely commercial people, and to dis- 
parage their literature, each nation had a 
genuine interest in the other's perform- 
ances and a capacity for understanding the 
other which neither possessed as toward 
any other people. Each was secretly proud 
of the other, though neither would avow it.” | 

Occasions for quarrel between England | 
and the United States have not been lack- 
ing since the treaty of 1783 by which our 
independence as a nation was secured, or 
since the treaty of 1814 which terminated 
the. principal differences between us. Nei- 
ther of these treaties settled the Northeast- 
ern frontier of the United States where 
Maine borders on New Brunswick and Low- 
er Canada. ‘ 

The Websater-Ashburton treaty of 1842 had 
no sooner settled our Northeastern boun- 
dary than there arose the Oregon question. 
Our country claimed that the boundary line 
should be five degrees farther north .than 
Great Britain was willing to concede, and 
the cry of “fifty-four forty or fight” a 
popular slogan. But wiser counsels pre- 
vailed. We did not get either fifty-four 
forty or a fight, but by the treaty of 1846 
settled on the forty-ninth parallel of latitude 
as the line dividing Canada from the United 
States all the way from the Atlantic to the 


Pacific. 

“Then,” says Viscount Bryce, “the diplo- 
matists of both countries were harassed 
by a dispute relating to the ownership of 
the Island of San Juan de Fuca, and after 
that dispute had been referred to the Ger- 
man Emperor and determined by him in 
favor of the United States, a larger issue 
was raised over the frontier of Alaska and 
the Yukon region. This was disposed of 
by the joint commission of 1903. There 
still remained a controversy over a little 
land called Pope’s Folly and some fishing 
grounds in Passamaquoddy Bay. This was 
settled by an agreement giving the islet to 
Maine and the fishing grounds to New | 
Brunswick.” 

Now every yard of the 4000 miles of 
boundary ‘between the United States, and 
Canada has been determined and marked 
by scientific surveyors of both nations. 

There still remained controversies con- 
cerning the seal fisheries of the Pacific and 
the cod and mackerel fisheries off the coasts 
of Nova Scotia and Newfoundland. These 
were settled by The Hague tribuna! in 1910. 

The times at which there was risk of a 
war between the great English-speaking na- 
tions was the Oregon dispute in 1845, the 
Trent affair in 1861, the Alabama claims in 


1895.

Britain. not 
always so carefully detached, never has 
had, and it may safely be said never will 
have, any that could require her to arra 
herself against America. 

But the main factor working fer peace 
has been the good sense and self-contro! in- 
herent in the character of the two peoples. 
Neither of them suffers itself to be swept 
away by passion, neither forgets, even when 
demagogues seek to excite it by appeals to 
national] vanity and so-called “points of hon- 
or,” that there are, behind the susceptibill- 
ties of the moment, large interests of per 
manent well-being to be considered.

Our street traffic regulation has for 
long been one of the toughest problems this 
municipality has had to deal with. Various 
plans for relieving the congestion in down- 
town districts have been formulated, but so 
far they have not got beyond the academic 
discussion stage. 

This problem has been intensified by the 
multiplication of nickel busses plying to 
pick up passengers Main street, 
Spring and Broadway in ever-increasing 
numbers. The “jitney busses” naturally 
add to the Jam of vehicles along these thor | 
oughfares and complaints are pouring in 
daily to the police department. Accidents 
also from this cause are reported and a 
general demand is made for some regulation | 
of these néw public carriers. | 

That the automobile busses are well pat- 
ronized is proof that our facilities for han- 
dling the immense moving crowds in and 
around Los Angeles are at present inade- 
quate. But that the operation of this new 
auxiliary mosquito fleet is the best or most 
desirable way of handling the transporta- 
tion problem, in the face of the many com- 
plaints pouring in from every hand, seems 
more than dubious. Certainly as they add 
to the jam of traffic along Main and Spring 
streets during the morning and evening 
hours of heaviest travel they hardly com- 
pensate the public for the ye fant 
thus caused by relieving the s cars of 
some of their overfiow business. Of course 
they add heavily to the duties of our al- 
ready bard-worked crossing police. Possti- 
bly they inconvenience as many citizens 
in one direction as they help in another. 

The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation has written to the City Council ask- 
ing that some action be taken to mitigate | 
this last addition to our street danger, for 
with these jitmey busses overloaded and

cities are considering the installation of 
electrictightfng plants. More than this, 
there is a big demand for scenic railways, 
merry-go-rounds and typewriting machines. 
Always clean, the Chinese are asking for 
More American-made soaps, now that the 
war has cut off their soap supply, which 
formerly was filled by Austria and Germany. 

From a recently-published report of the 
Department of Commerce at Washington 
one learns that, in addition to the things 
mentioned, the Chinese are on the lookout 
for allesorts of goods from electric fans to 
steel rails. They want marine motors and 
also condensed milk. Inquisitive people, 
they are willing to try out American patent 
jmedicines, and they also are looking this 
way for fancy prints in variegated colors, 
which they used to get from Germany. 

It would appear, then, that American ex- 
porters should keep a most watchful eye 
on the Chinese market. China has been 
spoken of as a giant awakening from a long 
sleep. He is stretching himself and reach- 
ing out his long arme in the expectation 
that he will find a friend in America. The 
giant wants many modern things, all of 
which he can be encouraged to obtain from 
this country, particularly now that the Pu- 
ropean countries are almost shut to him. 
Our Consul-General at Canton reports that 
in his district there is a demand for almost 
every article that is made in the United 
Btates and good business could be worked 
up if American manufacturers would send 
to China experienced and capable salesmen. 
The Chinese don’t buy “on sight, unseen.” 
They want to see samples, to know prices 
and to be shown how to operate machinery. 
Theirs is the inquiring mind. It is the be- 
lief of the Canton official that if the Amer- 
ican manufacturers go at it intelligently, in 


a few years the United States would de 


able to get a very large share, if not the 
control, of the trade in a region where there 


ie a-swarming population and where the 
annual value of the principal imports and 


exports amounts to no less than $60,000,000, 
This is what is known as the Canton Delta. 

This is the ideal time for America to 
capture that trade. Transportation to and 
from America is better now than for many 


"years. The Chinese merchants are in a re- 


ceptive mood and anxious to do business, 
But they must be wooed. German and Brit- 
ish firms, the latter particularly, are rivals 
of American houses and they put more en- 
ergy into getting after the oriental trade. 
Of course the German firms cannot supply 
goods from their own country to any extent, 
but they are buying in neutral lands and 
endeavoring to maintain their hold on the 
Chinese market till the war ends apd they 
are enabled to resume business in the same 
old way. The reason why Americans have 
shown less energy than their rivals is be- 
cause they have not felt so anxious to se 
cure the Chinese trade as the Buropease. 
If they want it and will use but a modicum 
the hustle for which they are famous 
can get it, for it is a fact well known 
and appreciated in the Orient that American 

are usually of better quality than 
those from the continent of Europe. And 
quality counts with the Chinese as well as 
with Caucasians.

It would be unjust to say that all 
the people who favor a regulated . 
quor traffic are partners in sin and shame. 
There is abundance of good argument on 
both sides, and from a practical standpoint 
the licensed but restricted trale and the 
sun-spangled vineyard have for a time the 
better of it. .

Following, Dr. and Mrs. Francis, 
with Mr. and Mrs. A. Stewart and two 
sons, who accompanied them here, 
were taken in automobiles to the home 
of Dr. Francis’s sister, Mrs. A. Bu- 
chanan, No. 2416 West Ninth street. 
Mr. Stewart is a brother of Mrs. Fran- 
cis, and he and his family are to make 
their permanent home here. The Fran- 
cises will live at No. 2223 West Eighth 
street. 


One of six brothers who are clergy- 
men of the Baptist denomination, Dr.

GARBAGE MAN TO 
SEEK NEW FIELD. 


TRY TO SOLVE MUDDLE 
IN THE, NORTH. 


Having failed to make a success of 
the garbage business in Los Angeles, 
Charles D. Crouch has organized the 
San Frahcisco Reduction Company 
and hopes to obtain a contract from 


the San Francisco Board of Public 
Works to take over the Islais Creek 
incinerating plant, with which the Bay 
City board is having considerable 
trouble. 

Until recently Mr. Crouch was pres- 
ident of the Pacific Reduction Com- 
pany. which started to build 4 plant 
at Lenard street and the river. The 
company entered into a contract with 
the city to take over all of the city’s 
gargabe and dispose of it. This con- 
tract was never fulfilled by the com- 
pany and financial troubles soon set 
in which resulted in the Board of 
Public Works being forced to sign an 
assignment of the contract to the 
Bartlett and Snow Company, which 
agrees to have the plant in partial 
operation by April 1. 

Mr. Crouch, who also operates a

small reduction plant at San Pedro, 
is president of the San Francisco Re- 
duction Company. His son, V. E. 
Crouch, who has been associated with 
him in many enterprises in many 
parts of the country. is also an officer. 
The other incorporators are J. U. 
Gridley, George Hansen and G. Micon. 
The company is incorporated for 
$50,000 and the amount of stock sub- 
scribed is $500. 

The Board of Public Works of San 
Francisco has rejected the incinerat- 
ing plant upon recommendation of the 
City Engineer. The contractors failed 
to comply with the specifications. The 
board demanded the removal of the 
plant and return by the contractors of 


the money paid by the city. The 


progress payments bv San Francisco 
on the plant amounted to over $85,000 
it ie said, and an additional $43,000 


for machinery. This $128,000 San 


Francisco now seeks to recover. 


The contracting coneerns at San 
Francisco were known as the Destruc- 
tor Company and the Power Specialty 
Company. The financial muddle into 
which their garbage plant has fallen 
is one that is appealing to Mr. Crouch, 
now that he is no longer associated 
with the garbage situation in Los An- 
geles, and it is understood that efforts 
will be made by Mr. Crouch and his 
associates to make a deal in San Fran- 
cisco similar to that made by him 
here, which resulted in utter faflure.

The industry of the pews was insti- 
tuted by Miss Kate Fowler, the rich- 
est and one of the most lovable girls 
in Pasadena. The first to respond to 
her cali was Mrs. William Stewart Mc- 
Cay, who will take her knitting to 
church tomorrow and who invites her 
friends to join her. 

“I do not urge this because I wish 
to be sensational or because I desire 
to create an innovation in church,” 
declared Mrs. McCay last night, “but 
because I wish to impress everyone 
‘with the need t devoting every spare 
moment to making warm garments 
for the millions of soldiers, many of 
whom are perishing from the cold.“ 

- When asked last night if he would 
object to the women knitting in 


of the Pasadena Presbyterian Church, 
gaid he had no objections in the cir- 
cumstances. The only thing he was 
afraid of was that in their zeal to give 
comfort to the body, they might neg- 
lect the finer things of life. However, 
he declared he did not object, and 
they can bring their knitting to his 
church if they wish. 

“Were I in Furope.“ said Pr. Free- 
man, “I would urge the women of my 
congregation to come to church with 
their knitting; and, sympathizing as I 
do with the movement started here by 
such a noble woman as Miss Fowler,

TUFTS-BOLANDS. 
THE PAPERS INTRODUCED, 


The introduction of two wills and 
a codicil all drawn up by Francis 
H. Boland, an attorney, who was made 
a beneficiary and ig now suing for at- 
torney’s fees, was the feature of his 
suit, against Mre. Jenny H. 8. Roe 
Tufts before a jury in Judge McCor- 
mick’s court yesterday. The docu- 
ments were offered by the defense 
to show a conspiracy on the part of 
Mr. Boland to make business out of 
the fortune of Mrs. Tufts. 

The first will was drawn in this 
March 24, 1912, three weeks 
after Mr. Boland was retained as Mrs. 
Tufts’s attorney in tne prosecution of 
her husband, Gorham Tufts, Jr. In 
this will she bequeathed $5000 to Mr. 
Boland and gave 3500 to each do- 
mestic and other persons, who were 
witnesses in the proceedings against 
Charles T. Parnell, the so-called love 
slave of Mr. Tufts. 

The second will, drawn at Chicago 
in December, 1912, made no mention 
of the $500 bequests to the witnesses, 
but gave Mr. Boland $10,000. The 
.codicil, which Mrs. Tufte did not sign, 
gave Mr. Boland $10,000 additional. 
The defense also introduced a letter 
written to Mra. Tufte by Mr. Tufts 
from the County Jail, where he was 
under sentenee for obtaining money 
of his wife under false pretences and 
later released, informing ‘her that his 
conviction was a frame-up. He said 
he had receipts for all but $41 of the 
3410 he was charged with taking. 
The examination at present is 
principally to ascertain how Mr. Bo- 
land charged for his alleged profes- 
sional services. The trial will be re- 
sumed Monday.
